They did the work them- 
selves at much less salary than tho mem- 
bers are .now-receiving. But it must be 
borne in mind that tho duties oC a con- 
gressman are very different now from 
what they wore in the flays of tho emi- 
nent statesmen mentioned. A congress- 
man is very much ot a chore-boy in thecs 
degenerate days. It a man or a woman, 
wants to know something about a pen- 
sion, ho or she writes to a congressman. If 
peoplewanteoe3s tromtho agricultural 
department, they wri'o to their congress- 


man. 
If any one wants a "position [(and 


who doesn't?) he writes to his congress- 
man. If they want pnblio documents, 
they write to their congressman; so that 
between one demand and another, a,con- 
gressman, to keep on fair terms with [his 
constituents, is kept running between 
his boarding house .or hotel, tha cup- 
itol and tha various government depart, 
merits, on private -business for Isia con- 
stituents. Years ago thero was hardly 
.anything of this kind going on, now 
congressmen are deluged with this sort 
ot business. 
It is this condition of 


things that hns led to tho demand for ox- 
tra clerks.

which his fathor and two brothers suc-

Phillips ou 


tho street. He spoke half jokingly of tho en- 
croaching feebleness of age, saying that ho 
was obliged to husband all his strength. His 
last publ ic address, at the unveiling of Har- 
riet H'artiuoau's statue, a month ago, Imd 
beon a severe tu_\ upon him, and he seemed to 
(eel keen Iv the waning of his physical and 
mental powers. 
Mr. Phillips has been 


scarcoly 
himsuif 
since 
tho 
extension 


of Harrison 
avonue 
compelled 
him to 


abandon bis old homestead on Essex street, 
about twoyenra ago. The general upheaval in 
his affairs at that time seamed to unsettle the 
peaceful routin- of his old age, and he has 
uovcr been quite contented since. .Mr. Phil- 
lips hiia had one or two intimations of heart 
trouble, so thai tho final attack -was hardly 
11 surprise to himself or bis family. Wo -was 
stricken with a severe paroxysm onJSuuday, 
.January 27, and from that time on liu suf- 
fered intermittently, but intensely. He was 
conscious through it all, but he realized a Cow 
days ago thnt it was nu unequal struggle, 
fmd told his physicians that he should di«. 
When it became evident that his life could 
not bo spared, tho physicians devoted their 
energies simply to rendering more peaceful 
his last hours. 'During tho more severe at- 
tacks of pain he was kept partially undor tho 
influence o faiuosthoticfl, but his suffering was 
stii I groat. The (ifternoon of his death it was 
thought his lifo might be prolonged, perhaps, 
for a day or two, but no ono believed ho 
would ever rise from his bod.. Soon after 4 
o'clock, feeling somowlmt easlor, he at- 
temptsd to raise himself, in bod; The ef- 
fort brought on [a severe paroxysm, which 
utterly prostrated him, and it was evident 
tbat tho ond was near. Ho himself knew it, 
aud said so. Tho pniu was partially relieved 
and Dtin violence of the attack wai overcome, 
but ho had not strength to rally. Gradually 
he BUul: lower, keeping consciousness to the 
bit. His invalid wife and other members 
of his family wore about tho bod dur- 
ing 
tho lust hours, 
and bo recognized 


them all. En spoko but little, and his 
last words—about a miiller of personal com- 
fort—were spoken about;hal[ au hoar before 
the end came.

KIOOE.U'HICAL. 


Woudoll Phillips was born in Beaton, Ko- 


vember'J1.!, 1S11. His father was John Phil- 
lips, tho livst mayor oC Boston. Wendell 
graduated (it Harvard colloga in ISC', at the 
law school i:i 15^, and wus admitted to tho 
bar iu 1834. Three years after beginning tho 
practice ot his profession iu his native city 
lio became

In 1SG3-4 
ho advocated arming, educating, and enfran- 
chising tho freediuon, and for the two latter 
purposes procured the contimiar-co oC tho 
Atffilavery society till after the adoption o( 
tho fifteenth amendment in 1S69. 


As a prominent member of Iho Anti- 


Slavory society, 
Tho was tho victim of 


considerable persecution.
